THE SILVER Q1TK.8TIOK. 


•fit* Latest Scliem* Proposed by .til* 


Currency Tinkers. 


The N«w York Tribune's Washing- 


ton special sars: Although nearly 500 
bills and resolutions have already been 
introduced into the Senate, only one of 
them concern silver legislation, and that 
one is by Senator Mitchell. It provides 
for the retirement of trade dollars by ex- 
changing them for standard silver dol- 
lars. In the Houae \Veaver and others 
have already presented many petitions 
for the free coinage of silver, and sever- 
al bills will bo introduced on the sub- 
ject, 
probably on the first bill day. 


Judge Kelley, who investigated the sil- 
ver question in Europe last Summer, 
has prepared a measure which provides 
for u small coinage of idlver'doilars until 
"the coinage of both gold and silver as 
full legal tenders shall be established at 
a common ratio by the leading commer- 
cial nations of Europe, in concert with 
the United States." 
The nearest ap- 


proach to the silver problem, thus far 
indicated in embodied in a proposition 
which 
originated from 
Eepresentive 


Scott, of Pennsylvania. 
His bill au- 


thorizes the Secretary of the Treasury 
to create what shall be known as the 
silver reserve- fund. This is to consist 
entirely of standard silver dollars of 
412% grains eauh, lo be maintained at » 
minimum limit of $20,000,000. 
When- 


ever in any one mouth the fund shall 
show u deficiency below that amount 
the Secretary of the Treasury shall be 
required to coin during the succeeding 
month enough silver dollars to supply 
such deficiency. 
'While this fund re- 


mains intact coinage will be unneces- 
sary, bat as goon as the 
fund is 


encroached upon by the demands of 
trade or otherwise the Government will 
eonce forward to fill the gap. 
Mr. Scott 


believes it •will save an immense Bum 
lost in the shape of interest on the mass 
of silver stored in th* Treasury. 
This 


scheme is favored by a large number 
of promineflb Democrats representing 
both sides of the question. It does not 
absolutely 
iscoutimie the coinage of 


silver 
dollars, but 
will confine the 


production within the business demands 
of the country.

The San Francisco Post says: 
The Regents of the State University 


have issued their annual report, and 
many will be surprised to learn what » 
vigorous institution the one at Berkeley 
is. Since the Stanford endowment the 
first thing that will be asked is the com- 
parative wealth of the two establish- 
ments. The State University has pro- 
ductive 
funds amounting to $1,678,- 


386 55, and the total value of its prop- 
erty is nearly $4,000,000. 
Very few in- 


stitutions in the United States can com- 
pare with it in financial resources. The 
income averages about $100,000 a year. 
The hbrarv numbers 26,773 volumes, of 
which 2,325 were added during the year. 
Besides, there are enough pamphlets 
and periodicals to make about 600 vol- 
umes more. This is an important li- 
brary, even in numbers, but its value 
cannot be judged in that way. It is a 
collection so choice that it is better than 
some libraries of twice as many books, 
In all its branches it has 517 students. 
ranking tenth in the country. The list 
of publications by members of the fac- 
ulty shows that a praiseworthy mental 
activity prevails among them. 
All de- 


partments 
are constantly 
becoming 


equipped with better apparatus and bet- 
ter resource of every kind.

Three JUIstiuct Periods of Her His- 


torjr. 


The San Francisco 
Chronicle of 


Thursday says: 


The audience which gathered in Met- 


ropolitan Hall last night was apprecia- 
tive, if not large. The occasion was a 
lecture delivered by Rev. Father Glea- 
son, ol Oakland, for the benefit of Saint 
Anthony Ohurch, Brooklyn. The sub- 
ject was "England1* Treatment of Ire- 
land; or Irishmen's Reasons for De- 
mamding 
National 
Independence." 


The Speaker occupied the close atten- 
tion of his hearers for an hour and a 
half. The following is a synopsis of 
his remarks, which v/ere frequently 
interrupted by applause. 
In dealing with this theme, said the 


lecturer, I shall exaggerate nothing, 
nor say anything that cannot be sub- 
stantiated by sober, impartial history of 
England's treatment of Ireland for the 
last 700 years. 
England's treatment 


of Ireland has been unfair, ungenerous 
and detrimental to her own interests. 
It has been cruel, and has no counter- 
part in the history o any country ou 
the globe. It seems that England's pol- 
icy was to have destroyed and rooted 
out the Irish race. If the facts that I 
will use are true, and history tells them, 
then any man must acknowledge that 
Ireland's right to Belt-government can- 
not be gainsaid. Allegiance and pro- 
tection are correlative terms, and one 
cannot exist without the other. So in 
considering whether Ireland owes any 
allegiance to England, we must consider 
the protection which she has extended 
to Ireland and the Irishmen. 
What 


was that protection? 
Odious laws, ty- 


xannical treatment and unjust govern- 
ment. If America was jastified in 1776 
in throwing off the allegiance of Great 
Britain, then Ireland has i hundred 
times more right to revolt against Eng- 
land's unnatural tyranny. 
England's 


treatment of Ireland may be divided in- 
to three periods. 
The first extends 


from the limn of Henry II to the time 
of Elizabeth. The second covers the 
period from the reign of Elizabeth to 
the third of the Georges. 
The third 


period extends from the time of George 
III to present time, 


THE CONQUEST OP BBIW. 


In the first period it is said that Eng- 


land had the right to Irish territory, be- 
cause the Pope gave her the lands. 
But those who say so forget that neither 
Popes or Emperom have any power to 
deprive us of our legitimate hereditary 
rights. 
England's Acquisition of Ire- 


land was a spoliation. But it is false 
that Henry II was given Ireland by the 
Pope, or asked to improve her moral;. 
I will never believe, in the absence of 
satisfactory documentary evidence, that 
the Pope gave a murderer, an adulterer, 
a man who was supposed to be possessed 
by a demon, as history tells us of Henry, 
could have been given the power by the 
Pope to reform Ireland's morals, espec- 
ially as her morals did not need reform- 
ation. 
The four hundred years of the 


first period show a cruelty of treatment 
that will ever cover England with in- 
famy. An Irishman in that time bad no 
right that an Englishman wan compelled 
to respect. He could be murdered and 
tbera was no law to indict the English 
murderer. 
Was there ever heard of 


such a thing—laws which shielded with 
impunity the murderer, the robber and 
the adulterer? There were laws directed 
against Irish habits, customs and lan- 
guage. They even went BO far as to 
make it an offeuse for an Englishman 
to allow an Irishman's horse to graze 
on his pasture. In the beuoud period, 
regarding the atrocities committed dur- 
ing the reign oi the Georges, we may 
say with Walter Savage Landor: 
When George the Fourth from Earth descended, 
Praised be the Lord the Georges ended. 


During the reign of Elizabeth, the 


manner in which the soldiers of Eng- 
land laid waste the lands and homes of 
the Irish people is well known. The 
consequence was fttmine, and the whole 
country was turned into a common sep- 
ulcher. Am I not right in saying that 
England's treatment of Ireland has been 
bespctted with a tyrannical cruelty not 
to be encountered in the annals of any 
civilized nation? The confiscation of 
Irish lands by the alien English, and 
the setting aside of time-honored titles 
in the reign of James I is a matter of 
common history. At last James con- 
ferred favor on the Irish—he died. 
The 


blood shed by Cromwell, whose name 
was a terror to Ireland, throws more 
light on England's treatment of Ire- 
land. 
Even now you cannot wish a 


man a greater evil in Ireland than by 
saying: "The curse of Cromwell be upon 
you!" 
He drove 100,000 of the Irish 


before him and shipped them to the 
West Indies as slaves. The same blood- 
shed and intolerant spirit are shown in 
all the reigns down to 1745, when a lit- 
tle thought began to be exercibed to- 
wards tbe Irish. 


THE IRELAND OF TO-DAY. 


There are many men who say that 


Ireland has been fairly dealt with by 
England for the past 100 years. 
They 


eay that Ireland has tbe same Consti- 
tution. Bat bow many times has that 
Constitution been suspended in the case 
of Ireland? In the same way the laws 
of Ireland are not tbe same as in Eng- 
land. Theoretically they may be, but 
not practically. Tbe land laws of Ire- 
laud may be the same in the letter aa in 
England, but in the application they 


are as far apart as the two polos. Nine 
tenths of the people of Ireland have Dot 
an acre of land of their own. 
What i* 


the position of Ireland to-day? 
They 


demand their own legislation. Every 
people is supposed to govern itself. 
Why should the Irish bs excepted? 
Tiiia is a puzzla no man but an English- 
man can solve. It' yon bear in mind 
that Ireland is only one-third the size 
of California, how can we wonder that 
there is any wealth in Ireland. 
What 


she wants is independence. Either tbe 
Irish will be disfranchised or Ireland 
will achieve her independence. 
Irish- 


men are reasonable; they are not vin- 
dictive or revengeful, but simply desire 
that they shall not be trampled on any 
longer. When this shall be accomplish- 
ed, and no one is contributing more than 
Charles Stewart Parnell, then Ireland 
will enjoy a taste of that prosperity 
which has boen forbidden her for the 
last 700 years.

Jos. Cairn Simpson, editor of the 


San Francisco Breeder and Sportsman, 
in the last issue of his paper pays the 
following tribute to Theodore Winters: 


We intended to place before our reader* 


a sketch of the members of the "old 
Board" of Trustees of the Pacific Coast 
Blood Horse Association, but owing to 
circumstances which have taken place 
lately, will curtail the description. It 
would require a long communication, 
however, to give a full account of the 
good which Theodore Winters has doue 
for the turf of the Pacific Coast. We 
are within bounds to say that his efforts 
have been the predominating influence, 
which has rescued racing from the 
hands which hud brought it into dis- 
pute ; and ever since his connection with 
racing afl'airs, there has bee» an earnest 
endeavor to bring about desirable re- 
sults. We have differed iu opinion with 
him, and that difference has been mainly 
regarding one point of the general sub- 
ject. There have been heated discus- 
sions in which "hot words" on both 
sides have been spokeu, aud we are ex- 
tremely gratified to suite that, so far as 
we are aware, there has been no cessa- 
tion of friendly feeling. At least we can 
state with all sincerity, that our feel- 
ings have never changed. We respect 
tbe miiu, wo admire his muny good 
qualities; there is nothing within tlie 
bounds of self-respect that would not be 
cheerfully done to meet his wishes. 
Beyond that we cannot go even to servo 
ft friend an tried and true us Theodora 
Winters has been to us, anil we feel 
alike positive that should we have sur- 
rendered honest convictions, his inuate 
love of a straightforward, manly course 
would have lowered us in his esteem 
In one respect there may be similarity 
There may be an over-proneness to ad 
here 
to 
preconceived 
opinions, to 


"stick," when, perhaps, pertinacity de- 
generates into obstinacy, and -which wo 
do not charge Mr. Winters with; bu 
oftentimes retrospection brings 
self- 


accusation, and then conies the though 
that 
even obstinacy 
is better than 


vacillating imbecility. It is foreign to 
our purpose to enter.into such a disqui 
sitioii at present, aud in lieu thereo 
give an exceedingly brief sketch of Mr 
Winters' connection with the turf in 
California, aud equally as briefly re 
hearse what he has done in late year 
for the advancement of the "roya 
sport." Mr. Winters inherited a lov 
for tha blood horse. Emigrating from 
Northwestern Illinois—a section wber 
thoroughbreds were fostered, at on 
time there being three racecourses i 
the vicinity of Galena, and quarter 
paths in every neighborhood—he cam 
to California with the liking for tha 
kind of ici'ieation firmly fi.xe'i in hi 
iiutme. 
Al'.lioii^n pro'ii'ii'it i» laciny 


ciroltu before, hiti oiunl noicJ puiuhasoj 
was that of Norfolk in 1864. Il was the 
first instance in America that a throe- 
year-old colt had brought $15,000, and 
the news wns heralded all over the 
country, saving that portion which was 
in tumultuous strife. As Norfolk ran 
in the East without losing a heat, ran 
in California with uniform victory, his 
fame shone with more brilliancy. When 
relegated to the stud there were very 
few marea at all suitable to breed race- 
horses from. It was not loug until Mr. 
Winters secured Margretta, by Lexing- 
ton, Hennie Furrow, by Imp. Shamrock, 
Ballerina, by Imp. B^lrowuie; aud from 
that time on them has been a succession 
of famous horses from liancho del 
Arroyo, und with a grand collection of 
youngsters on the more favorably situ- 
ated Bancho del Bio. Molli* MoCarty, 
Balston, Flood, Connor, Duke, Duchess, 
King and Prince of Norfolk, Alta, Ed. 
Corrigan, Estill, Bonanza and many 
others. Th» best evidence, however, of 
the success Mr. Winters has had iu 
breeding thoroughbreds is that of his 
annual sales of yearlings. The practice 
was instituted last yenr, and tbe aggre- 
gate of that sale was $19,000 there 
being some older colts offered. This 
year there were not so many animals, 
and $11,000 was the figure, the top- 
notch being the sister to Duchess of 
Norfolk, which brought $2,525, and 
several others close to $2,000. 
Having; 


retained a few fillies to put in the stud 
when of proper age these were trained 
and ran this season. 


Few will deny that the organization 


of the Pacific Coast Blood Horse Asso- 
ciation gave an impetus to breeding and 
racing on this Coast, which has bean in- 
directly 
the 
means of 
multiplying 


thoroughbreds to a wonderful degree. 
The organization was effected over seven 
years ago, and Mr. Winters declining 
the Presidency, E. J. Baldwin wns 
ejected. Mr. Baldwin served two years 
and then Mr. Winters occupied tha 
chair three years, when J. V. Coleman 
was elected. 
He served one full term 


aud to September of this year; his res- 
ignation made an interregnum, which 
should have been filled by the Vice 
President. Up to this time Mr. Winters 
gave to tbe business of the Association 
every attention. 
On receipt of a tele- 


gram he would leave his home in 
Washoe, Nevada, to attend the meetings, 
and time to n wealthy man means more 
than money. But money was also freely 
given. To one parse, $1,000, to another, 
$500, and so on. His purse irao al- 
ways ready to respond to drafts, »nd the 
more onerous drafts on his time honored 
as well. His example in other respects 


well worthv of being followed, and 
query is pertinent that leeks for in- 


ormation as to the cause of his defect 
t the annual election. As an analogue 
te will offer a political reply. A man 
aat is in every way well fitted to fit! a 
laoe is defeated from the "platform," 
eing contrary to th» wishes of a rna- 
oiaty of the voters, and there is scarcely 


doubt that bad other things been eat- 


sfaotory Mr. Winters would hav« re- 
eived a we Icome support, and without 
he antagonism which others raised.
